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(54) INFORMATION SELECTION METHOD 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To eliminate troubles such that there are no common 
operations in browsing homepages and viewing television broadcast programs and 
different operation must be performed in each in a personal computer by which 
browse of the homepages and viewing of the television broadcast programs can be 
selected. 

SOLUTION: When an item selected from menu display is judged as a program 
currently being broadcast in a step S201a tuner is starteda receiving channel is 
set as the programprescribed software is properly started and the contents of the 
broadcast program are displayed (steps S202 to S204). When the selected item is 
a file recorded in a recording mediumthe file (such as that in which the program is 
recorded) in the recording medium is accessed and displayed (steps S205 to 
S207). When the selected item is a homepage on the Internetthe homepage is 
accessed and the received contents of the homepage are displayed (steps 
S205S208S209).

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim l]The 2nd item that shows a file recorded on the 1st item and recording 
medium characterized by comprising the following in which a homepage of the 
Internet is shown at least EitherAn information selection method which a selection 
menu indication of said 1st [ the ] thru/or the 3rd item which the 3rd item that 



shows a program under present broadcast is registered beforehandand is 
registered is givenand chooses arbitrary items of 1 out of the item by which it was 
indicated by the selection menu. 

The 1st step that judges whether an item selected from said items by which it was 
indicated by the selection menu is said 3rd item. 

The 2nd step that receives by a broadcast receiving means and displays a program 
of a channel corresponding to said 3rd selected item when judged with said 3rd 
item having been chosen by said 1st step. 

The 3rd step that is received or reproduced and displays sources of information 
corresponding to said 1st or 2nd selected item when judged with items other than 
said 3rd item having been chosen by said 1st step. 

[Claim 2]The information selection method according to claim 1 wherein a selection 
menu indication of the title based on title information acquired from program 
expression news which acquired said 3rd item about a program under present 
broadcast via the inside of a broadcasting signal or a network is given. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the information selection method 
which chooses sources of information by the bookmark ("favorite") which starts 
an information selection methodespecially is used by the browser of the Internet. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]In the browser software of the Internet 
conventionally used in a personal computer (a following personal computer and a 
brief sketch)By the user's registering into the bookmark (referred to as a 
"favorite" or "Favorites") the site accessed frequentlyand choosing the item 
showing the site which wants to open and see the menuAccessing a desired site 
simply and enabling it to peruse a homepage is performed widely. 
[0003]Audio-visual fusion progresses in a personal computerThe tuner for 
receiving television broadcasting is built in and what can view and listen to a 
television broadcasting program using the display functionor can be accumulated in 
the hard disk drive (following HDD and brief sketch) which builds in the received 
television broadcasting program is commercialized. Viewing and listening of the 
Internet inspection and a television broadcasting program and the composite 
machine machine at one set of apparatus in which DVD (Digital Versatile Disc) 
soft reproduction is still more possible are also proposed. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]In the above personal computersthe 
browser of the Internet mainly peruses a homepage and viewing and listening of 
the television broadcasting program is performed by starting software 



independently different from this. For this reasonin that he would like to acquire 
information for a useralthough viewing and listening of a television broadcasting 
program is also common desirein that operationa homepage inspection does not 
have similarityeitherand has the troublesomeness that operation which has set to 
each and is different must be performed. 

[0005]In the above-mentioned composite machine machinewith the first menulike 
drawing "IQ the Internet inspection and viewing and listening of a television 
broadcasting program — or DVD — when it has come to be able to perform 
selection whether it is soft reproduction and either of this is chosenthere are 
MENYUHE about each operation and a thing which is made to shift. In saying that 
he would like to see a weather report in such a composite machine machinefor 
example since the Internet or television broadcasting may be sufficient although it 
is similar about the first operationlt is looked for whether in drawing IQ viewing and 
listening of a television broadcasting program is chosen firstand there is any 
weather reportWhen there is no weather reportit must carry out by going back to 
the beginning of operation about eachand the troublesomeness of operation is not 
too canceled so that the Internet inspection may next be chosen and it may say 
that the site of the weather report on the Internet is accessed. 
[0006]This invention to the bookmark (favorite) which was made in view of the 
above point and used by the browser of the Internet. It aims at providing the 
information selection methods also including a television broadcasting program and 
the video voice program recorded on the recording medium which can choose 
sources of information in addition to the homepage of the Internet. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]The 2nd item that shows a file recorded on the 
1st item and recording medium in which a homepage of the Internet is shown at 
least this invention in order to attain the above-mentioned purpose EitherA 
selection menu indication of the 1st thru/or the 3rd item which the 3rd item that 
shows a program under present broadcast is registered beforehandand is 
registered is givenand an information selection method which chooses arbitrary 
items of 1 out of the item by which it was indicated by the selection menu is 
characterized by comprising the following: 

The 1st step that judges whether an item selected from items by which it was 
indicated by the selection menu is the 3rd item. 

The 2nd step that receives by a broadcast receiving means and displays a program 
of a channel corresponding to the 3rd selected item when judged with the 3rd item 
having been chosen by the 1st step. 

The 3rd step that is received or reproduced and displays sources of information 
corresponding to the 1st or 2nd selected item when judged with items other than 
the 3rd item having been chosen by the 1st step. 

[0008]The 2nd item that shows a file recorded not only on the 1st item but on a 
recording medium in which a homepage of the Internet is shown in this 
inventionand the 3rd item that shows a program under present broadcast are 



indicated by a selection menuHaving displayed sources of information 
corresponding to an item arbitrarily selected out of it A sakeWhen the 1st item is 
chosen a homepage of the Internet can be displayedwhen the 2nd item is 
chosenfile information reproduced from a recording medium can be displayedand 
when the 3rd item is chosenthe contents of the program present on display can be 
displayed. Thereby for exampleto a bookmark (favorite) of a browser of the 
conventional Internet. In addition to a homepage of the Internetfile information 
recorded on a recording medium and a program under present broadcast can be 
addedit can choose arbitrarily out of thisand the contents of sources of 
information of selections can be displayed. 

[0009]In order to attain the above-mentioned purposethis invention was made to 
indicate the title based on title information acquired from program expression 
news obtained via the inside of a broadcasting signalor a network as the 3rd item 
about a program under present broadcast by the selection menu. In this 
inventionusing program expression newsa title which shows the 3rd item about a 
program under present broadcast can be generated easilyand can be displayed. 
[0010] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Nextthe 1 embodiment of this invention is described 
with a drawing. Drawing 1 shows the block diagram of an example of a suitable 
information selecting arrangement to enforce the information selection method of 
this invention. As this information selecting arrangement consists of personal 
computers and it is shown in drawing 1 centering on the central arithmetic unit 
(CPU) 10The data etc. which are used by the program and its program for 
performing by video signal processing section 12 and CPU10 which processes the 
broadcasting signal received with the tuner 1 1 which carries out channel selection 
reception of the television broadcasting of a request channeland the tuner 1 land 
acquires a status signalThe information for realizing the function as a personal 
computerThe animation and sound of television broadcasting which received. The 
hard disk drive (HDD) 13 and program to accumulate. The control means 16 of the 
keyboard and mouse for inputting the information which the displaying means 15 
for displaying the homepage of the memory 14 and the Internet which store data 
temporarily when performingand the picture of television broadcastingand the user 
operated and acquiredand the Internet are accessed. The means of communication 
1 7 which receives the homepage of the request on the Internetand clock means 
which gives current time 18 grade are mutually connected via the bus 19and an 
exchange of data is performed among them. 

[001 1]The personal computer which constitutes the information selecting 
arrangement shown in this drawing 1 Not only when all the components shown in 
drawing 1 are established in the same case but the display which constitutes the 
displaying means 15for examplelt may be divided into the device with which some 
of the components were separatedas a personal computer body including 
components other than displaying means 15 is another case and it said that they 
were connected by the cable. It is possible not only HDD13 but to use 
semiconductor memory and other storages. 



[0012]Nextthe data of the item of the menu of the 1 embodiment of this invention 
method by the information selecting arrangement shown in drawing 1 and the 
processing at the time of selection are explained. Drawing 2 (a) shows an example 
of the upper right portion of the window displayed on the screen of the displaying 
means 15 when the browser of the general Internet is started. Herethe list of 
bookmarks which the user registered is displayed by what (it is said the following 
that a "favorite" is opened for this) the "favorite" button 22 on a "favorite" of 
the menu bar 21 or a tool bar is clicked and specified for. This list is divided often 
further into the sub menuand each contents of registration are contained in them. 
[0013]Although these contents of registration are only the contents of registration 
about the homepage of the Internet conventionallyin this embodimentthe contents 
of registration about a television broadcasting program etc. are also added further. 
This example is shown in drawing 3 . When a "favorite" is opened from the menu of 
a browserin the example of drawing 3 "Now On Air TV"If the list which expresses 
major itemssuch as the "weather"a "gourmet"a "sport"and a "travel"in addition 
to the item which is not in the former "recorded TV program" is displayed first 
(the figure (a)) and one in them is chosen and opened furtherThe list of concrete 
items in them is displayed (the figure (b) - (e)). 

[0014]In Windows (registered trademark) which is OS (operation system) for which 
the information on such a list is generally widely used in the personal computerAs 
shown in drawing 2 (b)it is accumulated in the "Favorites" folder 23 in the 
"WINDOWS (registered trademark)" folder memorized by HDD 13. Such a list about 
the homepage which a user is interesting and continues to access. It can register 
suitably and can be made to make it easy to provide a subfolder for the inside of 
the "Favorites" folder 23 further so that it may be constituted as a sub menu by 
performing predetermined operation in a browser. 

[0015]Nowthe example of the data of each of those items is shown in drawing 4 
that th€5 "favorite" contents are composition like drawing 3 . These are contained 
into the aforementioned "Favorites" folder 23and drawing 4 shows only within the 
data content required to describe this embodiment. When in addition to the data of 
the conventional Favorites the item of "sauce" is added and here shows the 
program (real-time view program) under broadcast furtherThe information on a 
broadcasting station (channel) is put inor the attribution information of a program 
like the genre (genre) is made to be put in instead of the address of the Internet. 
About the program recorded on HDD13the storing position of the file of the 
program on HDD 13 is shown. 

[0016]Beloweach item of drawing 3 and drawing 4 is explained at an example. As 
shown in drawing 4 in this examplesauceis expressed with the number of 0 or 1 (it 
can express by 1 bit)and is made into the meaning described under drawing 
4respectively. That iswhen sauce is "0"the homepage of the Internet or the files 
(program etc.) which were accumulated in the recording medium (here HDD13) as 
a file are expressed. These sauce is sauce which can be registered by the 
conventional "favorite"and a repeat display is carried out by carrying out selected 
designation of the item belonging to this by the software which was suitable for 



access in the corresponding address of the Internetand was suitable for the 
display of the file content in the file concerned. 

[0017]On the other handwhen sauce is "1"a real-time view program is expressed. 
This sauce is the sauce added to a "favorite" by this embodimentis choosing this 
sauceand when it is under broadcast nowit can perform viewing and listening of 
that program. In this casean animation viewer may be started in a browser and the 
software for television program viewing and listening may be automatically started 
by this selection operation apart from a browser. 

[0018]Herethe major item of "Now OnAir TV" including the real-time view 
program whose sauce is "1" puts the list of programs which obtain the newest 
race card and are then broadcast by the means of communication 17 or the tuner 
1 1 in the itemwhen a browser is started. Hereas shown in drawing 4 as the term of 
validityit is put into the finish time of the programand after the end of a program 
makes the item selection impossible while making a user understand by making the 
character of a display of a menu thin etc. 

[0019]Nextoperation when the information on "Now On Air TV" is stored as 
Favorite information is explained with the flow chart of drawing 5 . Firstthe EPG 
(electronic program guide) information which considered the tuner 1 1 as one (Step 

5101) next was included in the television broadcasting signal comes to hand (Step 

5102) . Since it enters during the vertical retrace line of a television broadcasting 
signal in the case of analog broadcasting and goes into the packet with 
predetermined ID in the case of digital broadcastingthe EPG information can 
extract and obtain them. 

[0020]Subsequentlythe information on the program under present broadcast is 
extracted from the EPG information which came to handand the current time 
information acquired from the clock means 18 (Step S103). And the information on 
the program under extracted present broadcast is stored in the Favorites folder 
23 as an item shown in "favorite" drawing 4 as "Now On Air TV" (Step S104). 
[0021]Here the program of the television broadcasting included in the item of 
"Now On Air TV"Although what is necessary is just to carry out as [ read / only 
when a browser is started ]supposing it does not perform renewal of subsequent 
only by itSince many of programs which were under broadcast at the time of 
browser starting are completed when it is going to choose a program from "Now 
On Air TV" after neglecting it for a long timewith a browser openedmany of 
programs will be selection impossible. 

[0022]Thenin order to solve the above-mentioned problemthe example of the 
browser picture which enabled it to read the newest program information suitably 
is drawing 6 . The difference between this drawing 6 and conventional drawing 2 (a) 
is that the button (icon) 25 "renewal of a race card" is added to the tool bar in 
drawing 6. By clicking on this icon 25the program information newest in the 
operation mentioned later comes to hand. A browser is started and the back is a 
periodical interval of every 10 minutesor whenever the term of validity of the 
program of either of the items comesit may be made to obtain the newest program 
information automatically. 



[0023]Although it is a program of television broadcastingwhen broadcastit is 
recorded on HDD13and period preservation of predetermined is carried out and 
there is also a television broadcasting program which is deleted after that or is 
updated. For examplethe program "today's weather" of a weather report is 
recorded every dayand it is saved until the date changes. The "sauce" of such an 
item is set to "0" as shown in drawing 4 and the retention file of this program on 
HDD13 is specified as the address field. In the example of drawing 4 the MPEG 
dynamic image file "today.mpg" which "today's weather" has in the subfolder 
"tenki" in the folder "TV" is specified. As long as it is a weather reporttwo or 
more weather forecast programs are specified beforehandthe file of this weather 
forecast program may be updated in order of the broadcast timeand it may carry 
out as |. see / always / the newest weather report ]. 

[0024]Nextoperation of this embodiment when a user chooses a desired list 
element from a "favorite" menu is explained with the flow chart of drawing 7 . 
FirstCPLMO investigates whether the item which operated the control means 16 
which the user showed to drawing l and was chosen from the lists which opened a 
"favorite" from the menu of the browser and were displayed on the screen of the 
displaying means 15 is a program under present broadcast (Step S201). This 
should just investigate whether the value of the "sauce" in drawing 4 is "1" about 
the selected item (list element). Howevereven if "sauce" is "l"have passed over 
the term of validitynamelywhen having already finisheda program. Since it displays 
thinly in a display listit cannot choose and it is carried out as mentioned 
abovesaucewill call the thing of "1" the program under present broadcast by the 
item selected here. 

[0025]When it judges that the selected item is a program under present broadcast 
at Step S201The tuner 1 1 is started (Step S202)and CPU 10 shown in drawing 1 
sets a receiving channel as the program concerned (Step S203)starts 
predetermined software suitablyand displays the contents of a program on the 
screen of the displaying means 15 (Step S204). 

[0026]On the other handwhen it judges that the selected item is not a program 
under present broadcast at Step S201 it is investigated whether CPU 10 is the file 
recorded on the recording medium ( drawing 1 HDD13) (Step S205). the case where 
it is judged with this not being a program under present broadcast since the value 
of "sauce" is "0" — the homepage of the Internet — or it is because display 
procedures differ by whether it is the file currently recorded on the recording 
medium. Whether the information on the address/broadcasting station of the 
selected item is an address of the Internet can perform this judgment. 
[0027]When judged with it being the file recorded on the recording medium at Step 
S205CPU10 accesses the files (what the program was recorded on) concerned in 
a recording medium (HDD13) (Step S206)and it displays the program content on 
the screen of the displaying means 15 (Step S207). On the other handwhen judged 
with it not being the program recorded on the recording medium in Step S205. It 
becomes the same operation as the time of accessing the homepage of the 
conventional InternetThe contents of a homepage which CPU10 started the means 



of communication 1 7it accessed the homepage of the address of the Internet 
concerned (Step S208)and were received are displayed on the screen of the 
displaying means 15 (Step S209). 

[0028]In the case where the homepage perused once is again accessed even if the 
information on the address/broadcasting station of the selected item was an 
address of the Internetlt is as being carried out from the former that the 
information which does not access the address concerned by a means of 
communication actuallybut is saved as cash on HDD13 may be read. 
[0029]In the abovealthough the operation at the time of choosingviewing and 
listening to the information registered into the menu was explained nextoperation 
when registering a homepage and a television broadcasting program into a 
"favorite" is explained. Although the list of programs under present broadcast is 
displayed about "Now On Air TV"the method of the list creation is as having 
explained above. 

[0030]If a user performs register operation to a "favorite" in a browser nowthe 
operation for carrying out specification registration of a homepage or a program 
present on display at a "favorite" will be started. Operation after it by the method 
of this invention is explained with the flow chart of drawing 8 . CPU10 shown in 
drawing 1 investigates first whether the contents which it is going to register soon 
a "favorite" are television broadcasting programs (Step S301). This is easily 
understood from what the contents displayed now are. 
[0031] When the contents which it is going to register into a "favorite" are 
television broadcasting programsA window including the message and selection 
input which ask whether it is registered as an updating program whether it 
registers with a user as real-time viewing and listening one by one is displayed on 
the screen of the displaying means 15and it is judged whether it is real-time 
viewing and listening according to the response from a user (Step S302). Actuallya 
user is also good to enable it to perform "cancellation"when cancellation operation 
is performedit is required to end this process etc.but here. Since it is easyin the 
following explanation^ omits in this case and suppose real-time viewing and 
listening or that a user chooses either of the updating programs one by one. 
[0032]When judged with it being real-time viewing and listening at Step 
S302CPU10 sets "sauce" as "1" (Step S303). And detailed setting about real- 
time viewing and listening is performed (Step S304). Although the setting-out item 
in this case can consider many modificationusing the information from EPGthe 
information on the start time and finish time of that program is acquiredand these 
information is stored in the place on which it decided beforehand as registration 
information in the case of sauce "1"for example. About finish timeas the example 
of previous drawing 4 describedit may use also [ information / on the term of 
validity in a homepage ]. By registering these informationonly when current time is 
after start time before finish time at the time of the selection operation from a 
"favorite"the specification selection of this program can be carried outand 
operation of displaying on the case at other times thinlybeing unable to choose it 
as it on a menuand carrying out can be performed. 



[0033]What is necessary is for the information on the title of a program to come 
to hand from the additional information of EPG or the program itselfand to omit a 
partremaining as it is or in being too longand just to let this program title be a title 
of an item as a title showing the item at this time. It may carry out as [ set / 
manually / a sake / the time when the title information of a program cannot be 
obtainedand when a user wants to attach a title uniquely / a user / a title / input 
and ]. 

[0034]EJy the wayin registration of such a real-time programit cannot specify 
about one certain programbut the program of the same attribute as the program 
can also be specified collectively. The example of a method is explained below. In 
"the detailed setting in real-time viewing and listening" of Step S304a menu as 
shown in drawing 9 is first displayed on a user. When only registering the program 
concerned as mentioned aboveselected designation of "registering this program 
into "favorite"" under menu indication of drawing 9 is carried out (what is 
necessary is just to specify this by clicking the round mark (radio button) in front 
of this lexical token). 

[0035]When registering the attribute of this programselected designation of 
"registering the attribute of this program into "favorite"" under menu indication of 
drawing 9 is carried out. And it is chosen whether the attribute of throatssuch as 
a genre and a performeris registered. By the ability of the attribute in which the 
program concerned is included to choose now from a menu in that caseif it is a 
genrea user will do selected designation out of the thing which is a general 
dramaand the genre in which the suspense in ita love thingetc. are still finer. 
[0036]As the item of a "live sport" is in the item of a "sport" as by carrying out 
like this showedfor example to drawing 3 (a) and (d)and this showed drawing 
4supposing the program of a genre called a sport is registeredlf a user does 
selected designation of this itemthe program of a sport will be chosen and 
displayed out of the program currently broadcast at that time using the 
information on EPG. Generallyalthough two or more sports programs may be 
broadcast in the same time zoneln that casethe list of the sports programs which 
may display what has the highest priority based on the priority set up 
beforehandand are broadcast before the display at the time is displayedand a user 
may be made to choose from the inside. 

[0037]For returning and explaining to drawing 8 againwhen it was not real-time 
viewing and listening in Step S302i.e.judged with it being an updating program one 
by oneGPUlO sets up "sauce" "0" (Step S310). And a file in case the program 
concerned is saved on a recording medium is specified and registered (Step S311). 
Whenever that this can be performed reserves the program from EPG information 
each time and new contents of broadcast are broadcastthe program content 
recorded in the past is a case as it has set up so that the program concerned may 
be recorded on the recorder of HDD 13 grade by the method of eliminating. 
[0038]When this setting out is not performed about the program concernedit may 
enable it to perform setting operation on that spotwhen a user chooses updating 
one by one in Step S302. Since the hard disk recorder for television program 



record for home use now is produced commercially and the function of "an every 
week request to print out files" is already realized in themthe same art as it 
should just be used for the method of this setting out. What [ will be eliminated for 
example if the inside of the day is saved in a weather report and a day 
changes ]Some are registered among the weather reports currently broadcast at 
various broadcasting stationsthe newest thing of them can be savedand as it said 
that a older thing was eliminated as soon as a new thing is broadcastrequired data 
can also be registered so that more complicated operation can be performed. Also 
in this oasean item title is set up by a user input from EPG or additional 
information as well as the case where "sauce" is "1." 
[0039]When judged with the contents which it is going to register soon a 
"favorite" not being television broadcasting programs in Step S301From the 
former about the homepage of the Internetsince it is a certain "favorite" 
registrationCPU10 sets "sauce" as "0" (Step S310)it performs the usual 
procedure which registers a "favorite" by the conventional browserand registers 
the address of the homepage of the Internet into said Favorites folder on HDD13 
(Step S311). 

[0040]This invention is not limited to an above embodiment and it may be made to 
choose one of the items which show one of the item which shows the homepage 
of the Internetfor exampleand the items which show the file recorded on the 
recording mediumand the program under present broadcast. 
[0041] 

[Effect of the Invention]As explained aboveaccording to this inventionto the 
bookmark (favorite) of the browser of the conventional Internet. Adding the file 
information recorded on the recording mediumand the program under present 
broadcast in addition to the homepage of the Internetchoosing arbitrarily out of 
thisand having displayed the contents of the sources of information of selections 
A sakethe time of a user wanting to acquire information — sauce — the program 
and the recorded contents under present broadcast — or it cannot be concerned 
with the homepage of the Internetbut the contents can be displayed by the unified 
operationand an operation hand continuation of access to information can be 
simplified dramatically.
